Dr. E. G. Bennett 
who attended Boylan after bo reooived 
the futal wound, anl who afterwards 
held a post mortem examination ot the 
remains, was tho first witness called, and 
testified substantially as follows: 


Reside at Brodhoaci, Green county, 


Wis.; am a physician and surgeon.and 
member of the medical Eocisty ot south- 
ern Wiscjnsin; was called to attend 
Larry Boylan os tho 8th day of Febru- 
ary; it was really Monday morning whan 
I was called, about halt-past one o'clock; 
that would be tho 9th; 1 found him at 
the honeo ot Thomas Richmond, in the 
town of Magnolia; got there about three 
o'clock; weut into tho house [and found 
Larry Boylau lying on a straw tick 
which n-os on tho floor; he was in a sort 
of partial collapse from tho injury re 
ooived, and suffering considerable pain 
I proceeded to remove the clothing to 
determine

I know that the rib was injured anc 
found tbat u number of ;the missiles had

been fractured; 


there was no marks or bruises about tho 
body, with these exception, tho little.fiu- 
gerbad a slight bruise on the end of the 
knuckle, and on the frontal bone ot the 
forehead there was a mark which looked 
more likoa bluwja ipersou might have 
bad such marks about thom and not in- 
dicate any fracas. 


The cross examination of the doctor 


did not developo aiy thing different from 
tl-io testimony given above, on his direct 
examination; after hs had £ni3hed his 
testimony, two other 
witnesses were 


sworn, John Sennett and George Eioh- 
mond, who were present at the Bica's 
during a part ot the evening ,on which 
the shooting took place, and testified to 
what 'occurred there.

did not differ materially from that given 


G-sorffa Lyon, which has already
